Stripped naked, whipped and civen up to 
the lust of his troops. The reading was 
interrupted by Mr. Chandler on the ground 
that the statements were tco indecert for 
public rehearsal; but Mr. Hale insisted 
that the reading should be proceeded with, 
in order to show how utterly unworthy of 
credit its statements were. 

Communication Charging Crueities. 

Mr. Morgan read other communications 
charging barbarities by the Spanish troops 
during the last rebellion; also an inter- 
view with General Daniel FE. Sickles, who 
Was at that time United States minister to 
Spain, recently published in The New York 
Sun, and which, Mr. Morgan said, had 
been politely sent to him by General Sick- 
les. 

Mr. Morgan said that he might have rest- 
ed the whole caso on that interview with 
General Sickles. He dil not choose to en- 
cumber The Record with more of these 
statements further than to show that a 
state of open, horrid war exists in Cuba— 
&@ war involving the property rights, lib- 
erties and lives of American citizens who 
happen to be there. The line of action for 
congress was to declare that open war 
exists in Cuba and that the laws of war 
should apply to it. He had expected to 
have an opportunity to answer some of the 
flings thrown at the committee on foreign 
relations by the senators from Massachu- 
setts and Maine (Hoar and Hale). But the 
occasion was cone of too great solemnity 
and too great importance to permit him to 
thrust himself into the debate either per- 
sonally or as a member of the committee 
on foreign relations. 

The committee had most faithfully, at- 
tentively, carefully examined into the great 
mass of petitions referred to it and had 
undertaken to conform its opinion to that 
expressed by the great body of American 
citizens. 

In winding up his speech Mr. Morgan 
was very severe on ‘“‘American emigres in 
the Great cities of Furope’’ who owned or 
controiled newspapers in London, Paris 
and New York and who flared up when 
the senate uttered a word of sympathy 
with Cuba: and he referred contemptueusly 
to “‘the recent fiasco’ of publishing an 
alleged dispatch from the Spanish premier. 
He wouid commend to the Spanish premier 
the proverb about the fieas which torment 
those who would conscrt with the canine 
race. 

The senate, at 5:40 o’cicck, adjourned un- 
til_ tomorrow. 
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NEW CABINET PRESENTED. 


PREMEIER RUDINI’S SPEECH EN- 
THUSIASTICALLY RECEIVED. 


In It He Denied All Rumors That the 
Italians Had Accepted Offers 
Looking to. Peace. 


Rome, March 17.—The ceremonies in the 
chamber of deputies today when the 
Marquis di Rudini, the new premier, pre- 
sented to the chamber the newly formed 
cabinet, were grave and imposing. Four 
hundred deputies were present. 

A large crowd had gathered outside the 
bugfding and «heered for Deputies de 
Felice and Bosco, the socialists who were 
elected members of the chamber while 
serving.terms of imprisonment for con- 
nection with the Sicilian riots and who 
were rpleased from confinement wunder 
King Humbert’s recent proclamation of 
amnesty. 

Premier di Rudini began his address to 
the chamber thus: 

“Our first thought turns to the brave 
soldiers who have fallen in Africa in de- 
fense of the flag. Let us send a message 
of sympathy and hope to those who are 
stil, main:aining the honor of Italy in that 
country. Events of which parliament will 
have to judge have led our sons to disaster 
due to want of military preparation. Who- 
ever is responsible for the disaster will be 
punished.”’ 

In his speech announcing their accep- 
tance of office and his own he denied the 
truth of the rumors of the government’s 
acceptance of proposals of peace with 
Abyssinia and announced that the govern- 
ment would ask for a credit of 140,000,000 
lire for the purpose of continuing the cam- 
paign until Jtaly had obtained an honor- 
able situation. He rejected the policy of 
colonial expansion, but, he said, it would 
be dangerous to Italian interests to re- 
nounce the territory of tne Tigre. Still 
the government did not wish to impose an 
Italfan. protectorate upon Abyssinia. The 
government, he declared, sought order in- 
ternally, and fidelity to the triple alliance 
externally. 

“The.late ministry,” the premier con- 
tinued, ‘“‘ordered the opening of negotia- 
tions for peace. We have continued the 
negotiations and will still continue to 
treat, but we will not accept any con- 
ditions except such as will reinstate the 
national honor.”’ 

The prenmfier’s speech was. greatly ap- 
plauded, the radicals having been especial- 
ly pieased with. his statement in opposi- 
tion to colonial expansion. Other groups, 
however, found the government’s inten- 
tions in Africa, as outlined by the premier, 
obscure and contradictory. 


SPEAK OUT, SAYS HENTZ. 


Both. Parties Should Declare for “Sound 
Money,” He Thinks. 

New York, March 17.—Chairman Hentz, 
of the special committee on sound financial 
legislation of. the chamber of commerce, 
said today that many responses had been 
received to the declaration which the cham- 
ber of commerce unanimously adopted, 
March 2a. asking platform utterances from 
both of the great political parties in favor 
of the present gold standard of value. 

The. expressions from the state conven- 
tions in Ohio and Rhode Island are charac- 
terized by Mr. Hentz as disgraceful to 
American intelligence, and after a brief 
treatise on the prevalent money question, 
which Mr. Hentz says should be taken out 
of politics, says if either party favors free 
coinage it should Say 80.

By Alleged Democrats. 


THE LEGISLATURE ADJOURNED 


“Sound Money” Men Are in High 
Spirits Now. 


THE BLACKBURNITES HELD A MEETING 


Speeches Were Made by Both Senator 
Joe and Colonel Jack Chinn—No 
Senator Elected... 


Frankfort, Ky., March 17.—‘‘Everlasting, 
eternally and forever,” according to Cy 
Brown’s motion, the joint assembly of the 
Kentucky legislature adjourned today. The 
session was a failure. 

Primarily the chief business of the body, 

the provision of proper means and the en- 
actment of just taws for the conduct and 
administration of government, was neg- 
lected and in addition was presented the 
rare spectacle of a state capitol filled with 
troops and the enforcement of martial 
law. 
And lastly, the election of a representa- 
tive of the state in the highest body in the 
land failed of accomplishment. The la- 
mentable feature of today’s procedure was 
the failure to pass the revenue bills. 

The.urgent necessity for the passage Of 
the revenue bills may be gained from the 
fact that the present indebtcdness of Ken- 
tucky is $860,000, and the caleulated indebt- 
edness by next June $1,500,000. 

Senator Blackburn professes to be elated. 
Boyle is negatively rejoiced. The silver 
democrats ar angry and the ‘‘sound money” 
democrats are the only really contented ele- 
ment. They gained their point—tnhe jre- 
vention of a free coinage democrat—and 
did not have to violate pafty convictions 
ani vote for a repvlibcan—some things 
which, at one time, they had decided to do. 
The militia leave tomorrow. There was a 
grand review on the capitol grounds this 
afternoon, at which Governor Bradley made 
a speech thanking them for their services. 

Blackburnites Meet. 


The Blackburn people held a meeting at 
the opera house this evening. A feature of 
the occasion was a special from Jack 
Chinn, which was loudly applauded. Sena- 
tor Blackburn’s address had to do with 
the dieffrent phases of the strange politi- 
cal drama just closed here. He was rather 
bitter in his denunciation of what he term- 
ed ‘‘the traitors of the party.” 

He scored Governor Bradley in a bitter 
and impassioned manner for calling out the 
militia, characterizing his action as despot- 
ic, cowardly and tyrannical. He also fired 
some hot shot at the press, saying, “there 
has not been one single line, original, 
copied, borrowed or stolen, in the demo- 
cratic press of Louisville for the past 
three months which was not a lie,”’ 

Iie then review and reiterated and de- 
fended his views on silver and other nation- 
al questions. 

Judges Refuse To Sit. 

The judges of the court of appeals re- 
fused to meet at the statehouse today or 
any day while the militia is in charge 
there. The judges held a session in one of 
Chief Justice Price’s rooms, at the capitol 
hotel. 

Nell and Landes, republican senators, will 
resign today to accept appointments from 
the governor. 

A special election to elect a successor to 
the late Senator Weisinger, of Louisville, 
will be held April 14th. 

Doing as Little as Possible. 

The proceedings of both branches of the 
Kentucky legislature today were pretty 
much like those of other legislatures. They 
were marked by a disposition on the part 
of the members to do as little as possible. 

In the morning nothing of particular 
importance was done. From 10:30 till noog 
the members lounged about the chamber, 
while the clerks read some bills that were 
enrolled. When the senate reconvened after 
the joint assembly Senator Clark called 
attention to the fact that several appopria- 
tion bills were still unpassed and appealed 
to his colleagues not to adjourn until they 
had been made laws. 

The senate then adjourned until 3 o’clock. 

Call for Revenue Bills. 

When the enrolling of the bills had been 
completed Senator Ellison, democrat, of 
Grant county, made the second appeal of 
the day to the senators not to adjourn 
until the revenue bilis were disposed of. 

Senator Goebel interposed with a motion 
to adjourn, which called for other motions, 
counter-motions, appeals and discussions, 
in the midst of which the question of the 
revenue bills was lost. The filibustering 
was kept up for over an hour, until the 
report of the special committee to inves- 
tigate into Governor Bradley’s action in 
calling out the troops was ready. 

Governor Bradley Roasted. 

It was very voluminous and covered the 
evidence adduced yesterday. It wound up 
with the ‘“‘censure’”’ of the senate in the fol- 
lowing language: 

“Your committee, therefore, find and. de- 
clare and recommend that by adoption of 
this report the senate of Kentucky declares 
that the use of the military power of the 
commonwealth by the governor was un- 
necessary for the. preservation of peace, 
or for any other lawful purpose; that 
said military férce was not used by the 
governor for the purpose of preserving 
the peace, but was used only for partisan 
political purpcses; that said action of the 
governor was wholly without warrant of 
law and was and is a flagrant subversion 
of the civil authority to the nriitary power 
of the commonwealth.”’ 


The Report Was Adopted. 


In the body of the report the statement 
is made that the lieutenant governor acted 
as a partisan. After the adoption of the 
report had been moved by Senator Bran- 
ton, the lieutenant governor protested 
against that part of the report and notified 
the senators that he would expect, as 
previously agreed upon, to look over and 
correct the report as to his testimony be- 
fore it was placed on record. Senator 
Jones also protested, as he voted against 
the report. The vote resulted as follows: 
Ayes 19, nays 14. The report was adopted 


by a strictly party vote.

Havana, March 4, via Tampa, Fla, 
March 17.—(Correspondence of the United 
Press.)—The present strength of the in- 
Surgent army is close to 43,000 men. Cu- 
bans themselves estimate the number of 
men in the field as high as 60,000 men, but 
even if unarmed camp followers, men in 
charge of provisions trains, hospitals and 
camps were counted it is doubtful if that 
number could be found actually in service. 

There are thousands of Cubans who 
would willingly cast their lot with the 
patriotic army but lack of arms and am- 
munition prevents. The insurgent forces 
operate, as a rule, in zones or districts 
and are organized on military lines. The 
columns of Gomez, Mac2o, Lacret and 
Barderas are, however, limited to no one 
province, but pass from one to another | 
under direct orders of Gomez.

Many Smaller Bands. 

In addition to the above there are in- 
numerable local bands of from fifteen to 
fifty or even 100. These do not form part 
of the fighting force and should not be 
counted as part of the army. 

Their chief functions are to carry out 
the orders of Gomez prohibiting the grind- 
ing of cane, the movement of troops and 
supplies by rail, the shipment of pro- 
visions to cities, the suppression of “pla- 
teados,’’ who rob, burn and commit other 
crimes. These small bands serve as re- 
cruiting agencies and when they grow too 
large for local operation they are attached 
to one of the army columns. 

Half-Armed and Well-Mounted. 

Of the army proper fully two-thirds are 
well mounted and about half are well 
armed. The others are armed with shot- 
guns, revolvers or only with the machete. 

Some of Maceo’s men have old style 
muzzle-loading guns and lead is so scarce 
that telegraph wire chopped into short 
lengths is used for the charge. Spanish 
surgeons have on several occasions report- 
ed soldiers wounded with bits of wire. 

The insurgents have a few pieces of 
mountain howitzers, captured from gov- 
ernment troops. There are perhaps a 
dozen of these guns which have been used 
with disastrous effect against the smal] 
wooden forts which the Spanish troops 
have erected at various points. The Cu- 
ban “army of liberation,” as it is called, 
has grown to its present size In the face 
of almost insurmountable difficulties. 

Free Cuba the Only Thought, 

From the beginning it has been outnum- 
bered by the army of Spain in the ratio 
of never less than 4 to l. It has escaped 
annihilation in many encounters when am- 
munition ran out. It has lived on forage, 
been almost constantly under fire and is 
today a reckless, dare-devil army with but 
idea in view, and that is to free 
Cuba.

States sigral corps. Sixty heliographs were 
shipped today to Don Manuel Ballespin, at 
Havana, who will introduce the system in 
the Spanish army. Two hunitred more in- 
struments have be-n contracted ior and 
will be sent as rapidly as possibly by the 
manufacturer, Julien P. Friez, of inis 
city. 

Recent tests have demonstrated that the 
flash from one of these instruments can 
be seen 183 miles. With a code of Morse 
signals any kind of message can be com- 
municated from one part of the island to 
the other. 


HORSA OFFICERS SENTENCED. 


CAPTAIN WIBORG FINED $300 
AND GIVEN 16 MONTHS. 


The Two Convicted Mates Were Given 
a Fine of $100 Each and Eight 
Months’ Imprisonment. 


Philadelphia, March 17.—Judge Butler, in 
the United States circuit court this morn- 
ing, overruled the motion for a new trial 
in the case of the officials of the steamer 


Horsa convicted of beginning a military 
expedition for carrying men and arms to 
Cuba to assist in the war against Spain, 
and passed sentence upon the pr-soners. 

Captain J. H. S. Wiborg was sentenced 
to pay a fine of $300 and costs and undergo 
for one year and four 
months in the Kastern penitentiary. Mates 
Jans J. Petersen and Hans Johansen were 
sentenced to pay a fine of $100 and costs 
and undergo imprisonment of eight months 
each in the county prison. 

Before pronouncing the sentences, Judge 
Butler addressed Captain Ker and Charles 
L. Brown, counsel for the def@éndants at 
some length. The judge substantially saia 
that he was unable to give the statue 
any other interpretation, and that he had 
found nothing of substance to justify the 
granting of a new trial. To put any other 
interpretation on the statute, the judge 
said, would make it absolutely abortive 
or a delusion. To do so would make the 
statute appear as a false pretense on the 
part of congress and a false pretense to 
discharge a national duty—it would make 
it a disgrace to the nation. The evidence, 
the judge declared, left no reasonable room 
for the escape of the defendants. 

The judge, continuing, said that no one 
could tell what his feelings were at this 
time and waere his sympathies were and 
that he felt glad that if he was putting 
a wrong construction on the meaning of 
the statute his error was open to correc- 
tion by appeal to.the. supreme.,court. 

The judge gave it as his view that under 
the evidence it was shown that in ths 


country in which the defendants took part, 
to carry men and arms.to Cuba to fight 
“against Spain, with which country the 
United.States was at peace. The expedi- 
tion had been organized in New York and 
Philadelphia and it made no difference 
as to where the exact point was at which 
the men and arms were placed on the ves- 
sel. The captain and his two mates were 
told to stand up. They took their sen- 
tences cooliy.

ween’ said that he was a foreigner and as 

e came 10 the United States with the 
thougnt of being protected by its laws, he 
shouid have kaown that he must obey 
them. He had violated the law for gain. 
Jt was not proposed to inflict severe sen- 
tence, but the idea was to make it suf- 
ficiently heavy to deter others from com- 
mitting like offenses.‘ To the mates the 
judge said that he would deal with them 
with fess severity, but it must be borne 
in mind that they were no weaklings. If 
they had protested against going on the 
voyage no one could have forced them to 
do so. After saying that he had no 
feelings of animosty against the men, 
further than he had against any one who 
transgressed the law, he named the pun- 
ishment. 

A Change of Sentence, 

Subsequently the sentence of the two 
mates was changed to one year each, so 
as to enable them to go to the eastern 
penitentiary instead of to the county prison. 
This makes their sentences what the law 
terms as infamous, and gives a better sta- 
tus before the supreme court. 

The case of all three of the defendants is 
to be taken to the supreme court upon a 
writ of error and a special allocature asked 
for to enable the defendants to be liberated 
upon bail pending the argument before the 
supreme court.

DON DICKINSON 


The Alabamian Resented a Slur af 
Free. Coinage. 


WAS AN INTERNATIONAL INSULT 


The Ex-Postmaster General’s Nose 
’ Was Smashed. 


SENATOR PUGH RECEIVED AN APOLOGY 


Fight Was Brief but Very Sensational, 
It Occurred at Chamberlain’s 
in Washington. 


Washington, March 17.—(Special.)—The¢ 
fighting in Kentucky is having its effect 
here.

7 SMILE ON HIS FACE 


His Mother Stood by Him and Saw 


the Trap Sprung—Wonderful 
Nerve of Both. 


Fort Smith, Ark., March 17.—At 209 
p. m. today Crawford Goldsby, allas 
Cherokee Bill, was hanged. He was de- 


clared dead in tea minutes. 

On the gallows, in reply to the question 
if he had anything to say he answered: 

“No, I came here to die, not to talk.” 

Turning, he kissed his mother goodby 
and with a smile on his face, walked fo 
his place on the trap. Father Pius said-a 
prayer while the doomed man was being 
pinioned. Bill was smiling when the cap 
was drawn over his head. The noose was 
adjusted and at 2:13 Turnkey Oeff sprang 
the lever and threw the trap. 

Bill got his wonderful nerve from his 
mother. She stood by him on the gallows 
without flinching or shedding a tear. She 
took the body to Fort Gibson at 3 o'clock. 
Crawford Goldsby was the name conferred 
upon Cherokee Bill when he was born at 
Fort Gibson, I. T., February 8, 1876. He 
was one of the few robbers who infested 
the Indian Territory during the reign of 
terror of 1894 and belonged to the Cook 
gang. 

Bill’s last robbery was the one which 
cost him his life. In November, 18M, he 
and Verdigris Kid were robblug Lenapah,

Washington, March 17.—(Special.)—Secre- 
tary Carlisie’s letter to Josiah Patterson 
explaining why he refused to pay gold for 
silver is tke Kentuckian’s first. card in his 
Campaign for the democratic presidential 
nomination, as stated in these dispatches 
several weeks ago. 

Mr. Carlisle is a candidate for the demo- 
eratic presidential nomination. He is to he 
the administration’s candidate. Senator 
Lindsay, of Kentucky, will formally launch 
a boom for him within a few weeks. He is 
only waiting for the publication of the 
promised statement from Mr. Cleveland 
that he will not allow the use of his name 
again. 

Mr. Carlisle is to be called the so-called 
“sound money’ candidate and to have the 
pushing power of the administration be- 
hind him. 

In his contest Mre Carlisle will have a 
great load to carry. He will be fought in 
his own state by the Blackburn people. 
Indeed, Carlisle is today less popular in 
Kentucky than at any time of his long po- 
litical career. 

His opposition to Blackburn, because cf 
‘the latter’s free coinage declaration, has ar- 
rayed a very large proportion of the Ken- 
tucky democrats avainst him. They hold 
that but for Calisle’s opposition Blackburn 
would have been elected senator again. 

Mr. Carlisle is not popular with the gold- 
blg dermocrats, because they consider his 
attitude on the money question io have 
heen assumed more upon the dictates of 
Mr. Cleveland than of his own volition. The 
Wall street crowd of the goldbug faction 
severely criticses his general management 
of the treasury department, in spite of his 
amti-silver position. They attribute to Mr. 
Cleveland that which they approve and 
charge the mistakes upon Carlisle. 

If the Wall street clement of the party 
were to choos they woulc again name Mr. 
Cleveland and thee is a suspicion here 
that the president is using his secretary of 
the freasury to pull his chestnuts out of 
the fire. 

if Mr. Cleveland sees a chance of a gold- 
bug platfurm and democratic success upon 
it he may agree to accept the nomination 
at the last moment notwithstanding the 
letter which he will probably write very 
soon. 

The Carlisle letter is not considered here 
as a refutation of the statement made by 
Judge Crisp.

$457,000,000. The sinking fund will require 
$50,000,000. These two items alone for the 
two sessions would carry the appropria- 
tions above a billion, and they do not in- 
clude river and harbors and public build- 
ings. As a matter of fact, the country has 
grown so that the most rigid evonomy, 580 
long as the pension list holds out, cannot 
cause appropriations for the two years’ life 
of a congress to fall below the _ billion- 
dollar mark. But to meet these expendi- 
tures the revenues of the government 
must be increased. We are now spending 
over $500,000,000 a year, while our receipts 
are about $470,000,000. That can’t last even 
with bond issues, unless they are con- 
tinued as they have been in the past 
two years. 

Palmer’s Views. 

Senator Palmer, of lillinois, proposed to 
make a Cuban speech. The old gentleman 
is to oppose the resolutions on the very 
high grounds that this congress, having 
demonstrated its inability to deal With 
questions at home, has no right to muddle 
in the affairs of other countries. 

That Salary Bill. 

The senate judiciary eommittee has de- 
cided to report favorably the house bill 
to put federal court officers on salaries 
rather than fees. The Georgia officers will 
receive smaller sums, but will not Nave 
so much to do. 

The Nicaragua Canal. 

The Nicaragua canal bill is ~- sleeping 
quietly in this congress. There seems to be 
an impression that the toll from the canal 
would not pay the interest on the bonds 
the government is asked to indorse. It 
may be, however, that the Pacific railroad 
influences have caused the growth of this 
impression,

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PUGH SPEAKS FOR SILVER. 


Says That Gold! Speculations Are Greed 
Insane. 


Washington, March 17.—Mr. Pugh, in 
concluding his free coinage speech in the 
senate today, attacked the national bank 
system, declaring that the banks were 
known to be the natural enemies of metal- 
lic money. The “silver craze,’”’ he said, 
was nothing compared with the insanity of 
gold speculators in trying to establish a 
despotism of money, to which the people 
would never submit until they were really 
crazed. 

It was not within the scope of human 
power to place the United States on a gold 
basis, or to keep it on a silver basis. If 
the friends of free coinage in the three po- 
litical organizations could be united on 
one man they would elect a president by an 
overwhelming majority; for it could not be 
henestly questioned that an cverwhelm- 
ing majority of the whole voting popula- 
tion of the United States favored the ince- 
pendent restoration of silver to coinage on 
equal terms with gold. But, unfortunately, 
the friends of free silver coinage were fight- 
ing with each other in separate political 
organizations and this fact was the great- 
est and only obstacle in the way of their 
success in the next presidential election, 
and was the main reliance of the advocates 
of a gold plutocracy. But it was utterly 
unreasonable to expect free coinage demo- 
crats, who constituted four-fifths of the 
party, to go over to the popular party 
which made up a mere fraction of the 
friends of free coinage.

Persons who happened in the ladies’ 
waiting room of the union depot at any 
hour Monday night might have noticed a 
very old lady in shabby coatume with her 
eyes very wide open, sitting against 
a wall of the room. In the old lady's 
hands there was a shabby old gripsack, 
bulging out at the sides. From the man- 
rer in which the lady grasped the erip- 
sack it could have been seen that there 
was evidently something in it which she 
prized very highly. 

During the entire twelve long hours of 
the night the old lady sat alone, blinking 
her keen little eyes at intervals, but never 
closing them. It was with a suspicious 
glanee that she observed every person 
who entered the waiting room, tightening 
her grasp on the little old gripsack when 
any one chanced to pass near her. With 
her ragged, roomy costume and by her 
peculiar personal appearance generally 
the odd but respectable looking, old lady 
attracted no end of attention. Many 
walked through the room more than once 
to take a second look at the lone woman, 
who appeared to be quite miserable in 
her seclusion. 

Grip Contained Her Fortune. 

The strange old lady was none other 
than Miss Cornelia Seible, formerly of 
Brookhaven, Miss., more recently of 
Europe. In that gripsack Miss Seible had 
a great bundle of papers which constitute 
her claim to a $20,000,000 fortune in Ger- 
many. The papers establish her right to 
that amount of money represented in an 
immense estate in the country mentioned, 
she believes, and it is no wonder that she 
guarded the gripsack as she did. 

How She Was Treated. 

Miss Seible is a strange character. She 
is in the belief that she is entitled to a 
portion of the Temple estate, and in telling 
about her trip to Europe to establish her 
claim she speaks indignantly of her treat- 
ment. She says that the Rose family of 
England have consp’red to keep her out of 
the fortune and that when she arrived in 
London she was hustled off to prison right 
away. She says that the police tried to 
make her believe that she was crazy and 
that they kept her in prison thirty days, 
@ll at the instance of the Rose family. She 
demanded a doctor, who pronounced her 
sane, but the officer kept her locked up. 
When she secured her release she went to 
jremen and attempted to see a lawyer 
about the estate, but there she met an- 
other enemy. She charges that the Ameri- 
can consul, Merritt, had been bought off 
and he, too, put obstacles in her way.

Lyndon, March 17.—In the house of com- 
mons today Sir C. J. Pearson, lord advo- 
cate of Scotland, replying to a question by 
Mr. Henry Seton-Karr, conservative, said 
that the state-aided Crofter colonizing 
scheme in the western part of the domin- 
ion of Canada had not been attended with 
much success up to the present time, The 
colonizing Board, he said, had £5,000 
still unexpended, but the government was 
not prepared tu start any furtner schemes 
of the kind. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of 
state for the colonies, replying to Mr. La- 
bouchere, said. that the objections made 
to the continuance of the chartered South 
African Company ought to be removed by 
the decision of the goverrment to take the 
whole military }olice into its own hands. 

Mr. George N. Curzcn, parliamentary sec- 
retary for foreign affairs, said that the 
Italian government has informed thé gov- 
ernment of Great Britain that it views 
with pleesursa the advance of the British 
expedition upon Dongola, which could not 
be otherwise than an advantage to the 
Italians at Kassala. No pledges had been 
exchanged, he said, in regard to mutual 
assistance. 

Money Question Called Up. 

Mr. Herbert Whitley moved a resvlution 
declaring that the house was of the opinion 
that the unstability of the relative value 
of gold a’ silver since the action of the 
Latin union in 1873 has proved injurious 
to the best interests of the country and 
urging the government to do everything 


| Dossible to secure by international agrec- 


ment a stable monteary system. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, chanceilor of 
the excheq ser, reminded the house of the 
passage of a resolution at the last session 
urging the government to co-operate with 
the other powers in a conference aiming to 
remove the evils arising from the fluctua. 
tions in gold and silver. The present gov- 
ernment did not wish to recede from that 
resolution. The government was willing to 
enter into negotiations with the powers for 
a conference, but on the understanding 
that it was not prepared to abandon the 
gold standard in the United Kingdom. 
(Cries of “Hear! hear!’’) 

Some of his colleagues, notably the first 
lord of the treasury (Mr. Balfour), were 
pronounced bimetallists, but all agreed in 
thinking that they would rot be justified 
in departing from a gold standard in the 
United Kingdom. The prospects of an 
agreement between the European nations 
in favor of bimetallism were not great. 
There was no doubt, if the powers could 
agree regarding the use of silver, that the 
Indian government would reconsider the 
question of reopening its mints. All the 
leading English monetary experts held 
that the wealth of the country had been 
built upon a gold standard and that its 
permanence and prosperity were dependent 
upon the existing system. In view of that 
opinion no responsible government would 
Propose to change the present conditions, 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, formerly 
chancellor of the exchequer and now oppo- 
sition leader in the house, said he welcomed 
the declaration-of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
that the government did not intend to de- 
part from the established monetary sys- 
tem. It was not creditable to England, he 
added, that until now doubt had existed 
as to the views of the government on this 
questicn. This ought to be the last ap- 
pcarance of the bimetallists in parliament. 

Rt Hon. A. JsBalfour, first iord of the 
treasury, followed Sir William and made a 
somewhat Icengthy defense of his known 
views as a bimetallist. 

The resolution was then adopted without 
a division being taken. 

Mr. Curzon read the telegrams received 
at the foreign office by Lord Cromer, Brit- 
ish diplomatic agent in Egypt, upon which 
the government based its decision to ad- 
vance upon Dongola. The telegrams in- 
cluded information that Osman Digna was 
advancing inte the Suakim district: that 
merenants who had made their escape from 
Lerher reported that the dervishes were 
preparing to attack Murad Wells and. that 
a large force of Mahdists had left Omdur- 
man for Dongola. The telegrams also con- 
tained a dispatch from the British consu} 
at Suakim announcing the renewal of the 
activity of the Mahdists under Osman Dig- 
na and stating that the @ervishes were 
raiding Tokar and had reappeared at Sin- 
kat and the Mahdi had proclaimed a holy 
wa* agairst the Italians and ferbidden 
them to engage in traffic on the Berber 
coast.

Chattanooga, Tenn., March 17.—(Special.) 
At Johnson City this evening during a 
playful scuffle between a negro named John 
Garrett and a boy named Young, also col- 
ored, the boy threw a wooden insulating 
pin at his companion, striking him over 
the eye and knocking him dead. In the 
fall his head struck a step with such vio- 
lence that he died instantly, not even ut- 
tering @& groan. Young was arrested, but 
those who saw the whole affair say it was 
entirely unintentional. The man and boy 
were great friends for some time. :

*“T have been in the hotel business nearly 
fifty years,” said Mr. Lewis Leland yester- 
day, “and in that time have seen great 
changes in the management of pub- 
lic houses...

At that time 
it was a great feature, for the like had 
never been done before. But how queer 
that sounds now.

DUMAS SUCCESSFUL 


In His Petition to the City Council for 
Reinstatement. 


POLICE COMMISSION HIT HARD 


Report Adopted Stating That the Com- 
mission Showed Partiality in 
Retaining Jenkins. 


Macon, Ga, March 17.—(Special.)—The 
most interesting matter before the city 
council tonight was the report of the 
police committee of council on the petition 
of ex-Patrolman Ben T. Dumas for coun- 


cil to inquire into the reasons why the 
police commission discharced him from 
the force. He was discharged because he 


shot a dog when entering the owner's 
premises to warn her against keeping a 
vicious dog, and the dog was:running at 
Dumas. 

The conrmittee’s report was quite strong 
in its censure of the commission for dis- 
charging Dumas and said the discharge 
Was the result of prejudice. The commit- 
tee in its report cited the fact that the 
commission only fined Deteciive Jenkins 
$10 for allowing a prisoner to escape from 
him on a Sunday when he was permitting 
the prisoner to try and get a drink from 
2 saloon and after the detective had al- 
lowed the prisoner to visit certain ques- 
tionable places. . 

In Jenkins’s case the committee say 
the commission acted with partiality and 
there was not a single mitigating excuse in 
Jenkins’s case. 

The committee’s report recommended 
that Dumas ought to be reinstated and 
Jenkins discharged. The report Was sign- 
ed py Aldermen Pearson, chairman, Mor- 
gan and Moore. 

Alderman Proudfit moved the adoption 
of the report. 

Aldermen Willingham, Mansfield and 
Huff spoke in opposition to the adoption 
of the report and moved that the report 
be referred back to the police committee. 
The ayes and nays were called anr a 
tie resulted as follows: To refer back: 
Aldermen Peavy, Mansfield, Willingham, 
Happ, Ryalis and Jordan. Not to refer: 
Jones, Moore, Proudfit, Pearson, McCrary, 
Morgan. 

The nwotion was lost, as the mayor has 
no vote. 

Alderman Proudfit then moved the adop- 
tion of the report. This was carried by 
a vote of seven to five, as follows: Aves— 
Jones, Moore, Proudfit, Pearson, Jordan, 
McCrary, Morgan. Nays: Peavy, Mans- 
field, Willingham, Happ, Ryals. 

Before tne vote was taken, Mayor Price 
left the chair and calling Mayor Pro Tem. 
Proudfit to the same, explained the facts 
on which the committee's report was based 
and showed that he was in favor of the re- 
port. 

An Atlanta Man Wins. 

The county commissioners met today and 
Were in session several hours discussing the 
location of the new bridge to be built over 
the Ocmulgee river, and examining plans 
for the same. The commissioners decided 
to erect the bridge at the foot of Spring 
Street, and accepted the plans submittea 
by Mr. George H. Crafts, of Atlanta. The 
bridge will be built of iron and will cost 
about $25,000. The iron part of the bridge 
will be 700 feet long. Private individuals 
will contribute about $10,000 to the bridge 
fund, as it will put a good deal of their 
valuable land right in the city, so to speak, 
and will greatly increase its value. ‘lhe 
city will build the approaches to the bridge 
on the west side of the river. The bridge 
will be a great public improvement. This 
will be the second bridge that crosses the 
Ocmulgee at Macon. 

On an Official Visit. 

Grand Secretary A. M. Wolihin, of the 
grand lodge of Masons of Georgia, went 
this morning to southwest Georgia on an 
Official visit, where he will be joined by 
other prominent Masons. The object of 
their trip is to revive the old Masonic 
lodges at Bainbridge and Thomasville and 
institute a new lodge at Moultrie. 

A Freight Bureau. 

Messrs. Azel R. Freeman, J. S. Jones and 
U. M. Block, the committee to consider the 
establishment of a freight bureau in con- 
nection with the Macon chamber of com- 
merce, have reported the following: 

“The committee recently appoimted to in- 
vestigate the establishment of a freight 
bureau beg leave to report thet in their 
opinion it is a most important essential to 
the prosperity of the entire business inter- 
ests of Macon. We further recommend the 
employment of a competent man to take 
charge of the work as soon as the revenue 
can be obtained.”’ 

It seems probable that the bureau will be 
established. 

The Executive Committee. 

The democratic executive committee of 
Bibb county will meet tomorrow at noon at 
the courthouse to take action concerning 
the state democratic convention to be held 
at Macon June 25th and transact other busi- 
iness. It is not known what action the 
committee will take relative to consolidat- 
ing the primaries for county offices, mem- 
bers of the legislature and delegates to the 
State convention. A number of the com- 
mittee favor the consolidating plan, and 
some are in favor of submitting the choice 
of United States senator to a primary vote. 
While some of the committee favor these 
things, there are some who think that the 
present committee should call a mass meet- 
ing for the election of a new executive 
committee, and that the new comntnittee de- 
cide the question of consolidating the pri- 
maries and the senatorial matter.

The Birthday of St. Patrick Duly Ob- 
served Yesterday. 


HIGH MASS IN THE CATHEDRAL 


A Large Sum Was Placed in the Cof- 
fers of the Hibernian Benevoient 
Association.

The loyal sons of Erin observed St. 
Patrick’s duy yesterday by attending high 
mass in the catsedral. 

The annual street parade was not given, 
but everywhere upon the street was to be 
seen the shamrock and thistle—ever dear 
to the heart of every true son of Ireland. 

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning about 400 
gathered in the hall of the Hibernian Asso- 
ciation and marched to the cathedral, 
where high mess was said and an eloquent 
discourse was delivered in honor of St. 
Patrick by Father Kennedy. Father Keil- 
ey Was out of the city and conducted a 
service in Memphis last night. 

Yesterday afternoon there was the an- 
nual meeting of the Hibernian Benevo- 
lent Society, and officers for the ensuing 
year were elected. Mr. John D. Brady 
was elected president; Mr. Henry Karwisch, 
vice president; Mr. Hugh. Kenny, secretary 
and Mr. James Walsh, treasurer. It was 
also decided at the meeting that the funds 
which are annually spent in giving a street 
parade should be converted into the treas- 
ury of the society, and will be used in the 
future for charitable purposes. 

Exercises of the Day. 

The cathedral was filled as the time for 
divine service drew near, and several hun- 
dred loyal members occupied pews in the 
beautiful building. High mass was cele- 
brated by Rev. Colbert, pastor of the St 
Peter and St. Paul church, and his intona- 
tion of the ecclesiastical chant in the course 
of the solemn service was rendered in a 
clear, distinct and impressive manner. 

The music was especially good, and was 
rendered by a full choir, with Professor 
Weisenfield at the organ. At the close of 
the mass, a sermon was delivered by Father 
Kennedy. The sermon was an eloquent 
panegyric, and was ably delivered. 

Father Kennedy selected the text, “The 
justi snall be in everlasting remembrance.” 
He said that there resided in the human 
heart an instinct which desired to see the 
memory of illustrious names perpetuated; 
that the promptings of that instinct were 
apparent in the efiorts which the cold and 
Sselish world made to cling to the memory 
ol its great ones, inscribing for that purpuse 
on tabiets of stone the names of its heroes, 
its statesmen, its philosophers and its po- 
but that the grateful efforts often 
proved in vain_as the tide of time rolling 
through the centuries blotted out full many 
a name and the rust corroded the goiden 
Jetters in which a noble story had been 
written. 

He stated that in that matter, as in so 
many others, it Was only when that human 
instinct passed under the influence of re- 
ligion that the depth and beauty of the 
meaning that was in it could be discerned; 
that it was only a saint of God that could 
leave a memory; that could make his name 
something more than a mere memory and 
an abiding and living. power. In a word, 
it was only when a man’s life had been tak- 
en possession of by the church of God, its 
purpose identified with hers and its history 
made a portion of her impe-ishable work— 
that it was only then that death became 
powerless to arrest its influence. Then he 
referred touchingly to the fact of St. Pat- 
rick’s memory living in the hearts of the 
Irish, at home and abroad, after all. the 
centuries which had come and gone, since 
his death, and of his glory overshadowing 
the church at large. He said that no 
doubt all his hearers were familiar with the 
pathetic story of Pairtck’s saintly life, but 
felt that none the ‘less did it delight the 
[Irish heart to reeall the leading features 
of that well-known story. 


Good Old St. Patrick. 


He then dwelt for some time upon the 
faint’s captivity, showing how in the de- 
signs of providence it was thus intended 
as the novitiate of his arduous and diffi- 
cult future apostolate. 

The condition of the patriarch Joseph, 
who was carried off a slave to Egypt, but 
becamrnme the very means of retieving the 
Egyptians afterwards with the necessaries 
of life during the continuance of a dreadful 
famine that raged over the land for the 
Space of seven years, with that of Patrick. 
First a slave among and afterwards the 
apostle of the Irish people, breaking to 
them the heavenly food of the words of 
God, was well paralleled. 

From the sain’t life the speaker drew for 
his hearers lessons of patience and sub- 
mission to the will of God under their pet- 
ty troubles and trials. He told the saint's 
immediate preparation for the priesthood: 
how he placed himself under the tuition and 
guidance of H. Martin, the renowned bishop 
of Tours, where he drank in sanctity and 
learning at its purest source; how, when 
he had acquired a competent _— stock of 
knowledge and sanctity, he was promoted 
to the holy order and received his episcopal 
consecrated blessing of St. Peter’s succes- 
sor, Pope Celestine, on his mission to Chris- 
tianize Ireland, and how he, clad in the 
panoply of his sacred priesthood and epis- 
copal consecration, he turned to Ireland to 
preach far and wide the summons of the 
Savior. 

ather Kennedy then culogized the many 
shining virtues of the saint. He said that 
no nation or tribe ever received the teach- 
ings of the gospel with such readiness and 
promptness as the Irish people, as a glance 
at the annals of Christian nations would 
show ; that not a single hand was uplifted 
against her apostle nor a sword drawn, 
and that if the soil of Ireland was moisten- 
ed with Patrick’s bleod it was Patrick him- 
self who shed it—perchance, in his night- 
ly macerations or when he faced the biting 
frosts of the north or when, with bare and 
bleeding feet. he climbed the rugged cliffs 
on his errands of mercy. 

He said that since Patrick (ied, many 
centuries had gone bv, and many changes 
had taken place in the land he loved, but 
that one thing had not changed—that the 
church of the nineteenth century was iden- 
tical with the church of the fifth. He said 
thanks should be given to God that it was 
so: for it had not been the destiny of every 
church. He said that manv a brilliant 
volume of church history bDlazoned with 
the names of saints and purpled with the 
bleod of martyrs, had closed with the 
sad record of defection and decay. He eaid 
that in reviewing the triumph and glory 
of Patrick’s life and work, he did so in no 
vairglorious spirit, for he recognized in 
that briiant nee not the workings of hu- 
man nrudence, but the stron 
merciful God. = 2 

He told his listeners that as they had re- 
ceived untainted the deposit of faith it 
devolved on them to trensmit it to the 
futvre untainted still—which ther would 
do if they recetved with docility the gvid- 
ance of the church and carried out. her 
teachings into practice. 

The reverend speaker then closed in a 
téuching peroration, addressing to the satnt 
a feeling prayer that he might continue his 
protecting hand over his peonle, esneciallyv 
over the Jend of his nast labors—the Jand

DINKINS WAS ACQUITTED. 


He Has Been in Severai Scrapes in the 
Last Few Years. 

Quitman, Ga., March 17.—(Special.)—John 
Dinkins was given a commitment trial here 
today before Commissioner Griffin on the 
charge of selling whisky in Berrien county 
without license. The evidence against him 
was very slight and the court failed to bind 
him over to appear at any higher court. 
This is not the first time Dinkins has fig- 
ured in the criminal courts cf south Geor- 
gia. He came to this county about ten 
years ago as a turpentine distiller from 
South Carolina. Quitting this business, he 
moved to Quitman and was afterwards 
elected city marshal, from which position 


the council asked for his resignation. It 
was tendered and accepted, the cause of 
same never being exactiy known. After 


losing his job as marshal here he moved 
to Mitchell county and so far as known 
was a good citizen, 

However, when old man Nix was mur- 
dered and robbed, about three years ago, 
Dinkins, along with two or three others, 
was arrested and charged with the crime. 
He lav in jail for a iong time and was 
finally put on trial for his life. The evi- 
dencs was not very clear and he and the 
others were acquitted. 

The next time he turred up was about 
eighteen months ago, when he was arrested 
in Florida and lodged in the Valdosta jail 
on a charge of bigamy. Three of his wives 
came to Valdosta and visited him in the 
jail, together. This time things looked 
dark for him, but he somehow got the con- 
fidence of the whole crowd and persuaded 
them to drop the prosecution and again 
Dinkins was a free man. 

A few months later he was arrested 
again on a charge of stealing money from 
a business firm in Valdosta. ‘This was not 
so easy for him to settle, and contrary to 
the expectations of all who knew what a 
slick duck he was, he was convicted and 
sent to the chaingang for twelve months. 
He served his time out and had been a free 
man for several months when this last 
charge was brought against him. The peo- 
ple here believe that Vinkins will be heard 
from again before a great time.

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But On Course! 

The democratic executive committee 
of Fulton county meets today at 12 
o'cloek at the courthouse for the pur- 
pose of taking such action as is made 
necessary by the call of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee. 

The effort to make it appear that this 
committee has no authority to call a 
primary for the nomination of officers 
to be chosen in the October election is 
ridiculous in the extreme. 

The present county executive commit- 
tee was chosen by one of the most large- 
ly attended mass meetings ever assem- 
bled in Fulten county. It met on the 
Sth day of June, 1894, at the county 
courthouse, and after selecting the new 
executive committee to serve for the 
two years, it adopted, by a unanimous 
vote, the following resolutions, which 
‘are as good today as they were then, 
and which are worth reproducing in 
full: 


Whereas, The frequency of the primary 
elections is annoying, not only to our cit- 
zens, but to every business interest in the 
country; and, 

Whereas, There exists no necessity for call- 
ing numerous primary elections for state 
and county officers, when one day can be 
set apart for the democratic voters of the 
county to express their choice at the ballot 
box for the state and county officers to be 
voted for; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we hereby instruct the 
executive committee chosen today to con- 
solidate, as far as possible, primary elec- 
tions for state and county officers and con- 
gress on one day, thereby enabling the 
people to concemtrate their attention to one 
thus bringing out a much 
more representative expression of tHe pop- 
ular voice and relieving our people from 
the annoyance and vexation of innumera- 
ble primaries. 


Thus it will be seen that the same 
mass meeting which elected the pres- 
ent executive committee positively in- 
structed it on the question of the con- 
solidation of the primary elections: and 
the only reason the congressional pri- 
mary cannot be included with the others 
is because the district committee has not 
yet fixed the date for the assembling of 
thg@ district congressional convention. 
But so important is the matter of con- 
solidation of the primaries that we be- 
lieve the committee would be justified 
in fixing the congressional primary 
along with the others, in order that 
everything may be set for one day. 

It is to be hoped that the executive 
committee will measure to the full 
standard of its duty today, and we be- 
lieve it will. It has but one course!

Kentucky To Be Without a Senator. 

After fifty-three fruitless ballots for a 
United States senator to succeed Sena- 
tor Blackburn on the 4th of March, 1897, 
the Kentucky legislature closed its ses- 
sion yesterday by constitutional limita- 
tion. 

The Constitution has kept its readers 
fully posted on the daily developments 
which have taken place at Frankfort 
in what has been the stormiest session 
ever held by a general assembly in Ken- 
tucky—a session probably without paral- 
lel in the legislative records of the 
union. 

Senator Blackburn was nominated by 
the caucus of democratic members, re- 
ceiving an overwhelming majority of 
the votes of the caucus. Five of the 
gold standard democrats refused to sup- 
port him, though others who disagreed 
with his views on the currency question 
were sufficiently loyal to their party to 
abide by the action of its caucus. 

Sev@ral times during the balloting 


Senator Blackburn received within two } 


of enough votes to elect him, and the 
recalcitrant five democrats, acting in 
harmony with the desire of the secre- 
tary of the treasury, Hon. J. G. Car- 
lisle, of Kentucky, refused to give him 
their support, with which his majority 
would have been three. 

The session is now over, and while the 
bolting gold standardists have the satis- 
faction of knowing that they have de- 
feated Senator Blackburn's re-election, 
they lack the consolation that would 
have been derived from the success of 
their scheme to elect Seeretary Carlisle 
by joining their five votes with the 
solid vote of the republicans, could the 
combination have been effected. These 
five democrats were ready at any time 
to betray their party to elect Carlisle, 
but be it said to the credit of the re- 
publicans they refused to enter into 
such an unholy alliance. 

By a precedent established in the Man- 
tle case, from Mohtana, Kentucky will 
be unrepresented in the senate after the 


3 mo Power to appoint where the legisla- 
tare fails to elect. This was the decision

of. the senate in the Mantle case, Mr. 
Mantle having been a candidate before 
the first session of the Montana legisla- 
ture after its statehood. As the re- 
publican caucus nominee he received a 
plurality of the votes cast to the day of 
udjournmernt, but there were several 


"200 | candidates in the race and he oculd not 


obtain the requisite majority. The leg- 
islature expired by limitation, and the 
governor appointed Mr. Mantle. The 
matter was fully discussed in the sen- 
ate, but Mr. Mantle’s credentials were 
not accepted, on the ground that the leg- 
islature having refused to avail itself of 
its constitutional privilege, the right of 
appointment could not pass to the gov- 
ernor, who could only act where the 
legislature had no opportunity to do so. 
At the next legislature Mr. Mantle was 
elected to the seat he now holds. 

In the meantime, Senator Blackburn 
will represent Kentucky in the senate 
until the 4th of March, 1897; and after 
that he will go before the people of his 
state and let them pass upon the ques- 
tion of his successor, 

The experience of Kentucky empha- 
Sizes the importance of letting the peo- 
ple act in the choice of their senators. 
Montana, Idaho, Delaware and other 
states have been without representation 
in the senate on account of unfortunate 
legislative deadlocks, such as that 
through which Kentucky has just gone. 
If left to the people there would be no 
trouble of this kind. It is to be hoped 
that the law regulating the election of 
senators will be changed as soon as pos- 
sible, so that the matter can be placed 
entirely in the hands of the people, 
where it belongs.

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Traffic Associations. 

In the March number cf The South- 
ern Trade Review there is a notable ar- 
ticle on traffic associations and their 
failures. 

The writer, Major E. B. Stahlman, 
takes the position that a traffic associa- 
tion of the joint trunk lines really aids 
in carrying out the purpose of the inter- 
state commerce act of congress. He 
goes on to say that if there is any ob- 
jection to a traffic association it is to 
be found in the bad faith of some of the 
railway managers who are members of 
the association. When these men fail to 
carry out their obligations they injure 
the association and damage the entire 
railway interests of the country. 

Take, for example, the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association. In 
this organization the chief commissioner 
found that he was unable to control the 
other members. When the test came 
there were members who placed ob- 
stacles in his way. 

In his last report the 
says: 

So long as unworthy men are allowed to 
control important departments of railway 


service, amd in some cases are honored by 
promotion to places of increased power and 


commissioner 


for improvement. The example to young 
men growing up in service, seeing, as they 
must, that men known to _ be un- 
reliable and unworthy are kept in 
places of responsibility, is exceed- 
ingly hurtful. What an incentive to them 
to ‘go and do likewise.’” And how are hon- 
est men, holding like positions on rival 
lines, to secure a reasonable share of traffic 
by legitimate means against such competi- 
tion? In inviting attention to this, one of 
the greatest evils in the situation, | am by 
no means unmindful of the anxiety which 
must of necessity find a place in the minds 
of officials of every grade to secure for their 
respective lines a fair share of the limited 
traffic which may be offered for shipment. 
But a resort to questionable practices so 
secure such business does not help the mat- 
ter—it only serves to complicate and ag- 
gravate the _ difficulties. Traffic being 
scarce would seem to call for stability in 
rates. Owing, however, to the evils in 
question, the reverse of the proposition is 
true—limited traffic inviting manipulation, 
and manipulation being almost invariably 
followed by hurtful reductions in rates. 

It is almost incredible ‘that property inter- 
ests representing multipled millions of cap- 
ital ramifying all avenues of trade, and 
playing such an important part in the com- 
merce and trade of this country, should 
be placed under the unrestricted control] of 
such men, and yet we find this to be so. 
We see men managing railways, or in con- 
trol of the most important departments, 
who handle them as they would ‘‘footbails,”’ 
to be kicked about at their pleasure: men 
who not infrequently allow personal con- 
siderations to influence them, and who, un- 
der our form of rate construction (which 
cannot be changed) may, by the stroke of 
a pen or the utterance of a single sentence 
destroy the rates upon a large volume of 
traffic involving millions of revenue to 
transportation companies. 


The majority of our people are per- 
haps prejudiced, and they favor the 
other side of the case, but seme of the 
points presented in this article will at- 
tract their attention and be duly con- 
sidered. It is the first time that the 
traffic association has been heard from, 
and it is only fair that both sides should 
have a hearing.

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A Good Point. 

Senator Morgan made a good point in 
his speech the other day on the resolu- 
tion to recognize the  belligerency of 
Cuba. 

In reply to the statement that the 
Cubans had no capital and no seaports 
in their possession the senator said that 
during the revolutionary. war we had no 
less than nine capitals, and the British 
held all of our seaports. He also- made 
the point that in the war of 1812 the 
British captured Washington, and for 
a while our government was hiding out 
wherever it could find a safe refuge. 

If the senator had discussed local af- 
fairs he might have mentioned the fact 
that during the revolution Georgia’s 
capital shifted to about half a dozen 
places. The confederacy also had two 
capitals, but this did not interfere with 
its recognition as a belligerent power. 

The fact is, too much importance has 
been attached to the recognition of the 
Cubans as belligerents. Such a recog- 
nition would not mean that we recog- 
nized them as an independent nation; it 
would simply mean that they are a na- 
tion in arms, and entitled to be treated 
according to the rules of civilized war- 
fare, Then, we could sell supplies to 
either side, without being held account- 
able. Of course, if the Spaniards inter- 
cepted these supplies it would be all 


right, and if a Cuban cruiser captured 


ay 1 with munitions of war for the 
Spaniards no case could be made under 
international law. 

During our civil war the  federals 
found it necessary to recognize the con- 
federates as belligerents, and if the 
Spaniards would follow the same policy 
they would find it better for them before 
the trouble is over. So long as General 
Weryler continues to treat the insurgents 
as outlaws who have no legal status he 
will find all civilized nations arrayed 
against him. 

Not a Man To Dodge. 

Ex-Governor James S. Boynton has 
announced himself as a candidate for 
the legislature from Spalding county. 

Ex-Governor Boynton is a big, broad- 
minded man, and has done yaluable ser- 
vice to the state in the capacity of a 
public servant. 

If there is any one man in the state 
more than another who might be ex- 
pected to avoid technical and evasive 
qualifications in expressing his attitude 
on public questions, that man is ex-Gov- 
ernor Boynton. * Yet, much to our sur- 


| prise, we find that in announcing his 


position on the currency question, in 
declaring his candidacy, he surrounds 
himself with this remarkable combina- 
tion of words: 

I do not favor establishing or maintaining 
a “single gold standard’”’ or a “single silver 
standard” as a basis of value or as a finan- 
cial policy. But I. do favor and advocate 
the “establishment of such a safe system 
of bimetallism” by the free coinage of gold 
and silver at the present ratio ‘‘as will 
maintain at all times the equal purchasing 
and debt-paying power’ of every dollar 
coined or issued by the United States. 

I also favor paying the obligations of the 
government in coin, as prescribed in the 
contract. 

I favor the repeal of the 10 per cent tax 
on currency issued by state banks and the 
estublishment of state banks with authority 
to isSL> currency under safeguards, so that 
we can have a currency capable of being 
increased or diminished as the necessities 
of trade may demand. 

E-x-Governor Boynton is not a man to 
dodge any question; and it is a. bad sign 
to see a man, from whom better things 
might be expected, set a pattern which 
others, not so prominent, might be prone 
to follow. 

It would have been far more satisfac- 
tory to the people and far more 
creditable to the distinguish  gen- 
tleman if ex-Governor Boynton had 
told just where he stood on this 
Vital question. His opponent has 
declared in favor of free coinage of 
Silver, unconditionally and without qual- 
ification or reservation. Ex-Governor 
Boynton says that he is for the “free 
coinage of gold or silver at the present 
ratio, provided it will maintain at all 
times the equal purchasing and debt- 
paying power” of every dollar. 

It is behind a breastwork of words 
Similar to this that all the devilment of 
the past three vears has been done, and 
that millions of dollars in property val- 
ues have vanished like the mist before 
the single gold standard. It is under the 
cover of almost these identical words 


responsibility, there can be but vague hope , 


that the bonded indebtedness of the 


| people of the. United States has been in- 


creased during the past two years $262.- 
000,000 in principal alone, while the in- 
terest will carry the increased indebted- 
ness to nearly $400,000,000. 

Kx-Governor Boynton also says that 
he favors “paying the obligations of the 
government in coin as prescribed in the 
contract.” Ah! but what Kind of coin? 
So is Mr. Carlisle in favor of paying the 
government obligations in coin, but in 
gold coin only; though the contract spe- 
Cifically says “coin: and the govern- 
ment has time and again refused to 
specify gold as the coin for such pay- 
ment, 

But it may be said by some that ex- 
Governor Bovynton'’s words are in har- 
mony with the declaration of the last 
national democratic platform. Suppose 
they are—if there is any one thing more 
certain now than another, it is that the 
financial plank in the last national plat- 
form was a delusion and a snare, and 
that it was so evasively constructed as 
to be used for one purpose before the 
election, and another after. It was de- 
clared from every stump in the south 
and west to be a free coinage plank, 
prior to the election: and even the pres- 
ent secretary of the interior was advo- 
cating the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver at the time of its adoption, and 
with that platform in his hand, the peo- 
ple of the state were pledged by him and 
others that its meaning was susceptible 
to no miseonstruction. After the elec- 
tion it was made to serve quite another 


purpose, with the well-known result. 


There must be no dodging, evasion or 
straddling this year, and above all 
things our most prominent men should 
not be guilty of it! Let them come out 
like men and declare themselves to be 
“fish, flesh or fowl.’’ Let them take the 
people into their confidence, and tell 
them plainly that they are for or against 
free coinage, and leave off all mislead- 
ing frills and furbelows. _ 

We believe that upon reflection ex- 
rovernor Boynton will do the people of 
the state the justice of revising the ex- 
ample he has set, and which, to those 
who do not know him, puts him in the 
unenviable light of dealing in the subtle 
art of political necromancy. 

Ex-Governor Boynton’s communica- 
tion is not the measure of his foot, nor 
is it the caliber of the man. He has been 
badly advised, and he will say so in 
due time. 

Poor Mr. Carlisle! 

Secretary Carlisle's letter to Congress- 
man Patterson, in regard to the refusal 
of the treasury department to exchange 
silver for gold, falls very far short of 
an explanation. The sum and substance 
of his reply is that during his adminis- 
tration of the treasury department the 
two metals have been treated exactly 
alike. And yet this gives a hard blow 
to facts. He admits that he suspended 
silver payments without a scruple, while 
on the other hand, he has saddled a debt 
of about three hundred millions, prin- 
cipal and interest, in order to maintain 
gold payments for the sole benefit of a 
ring of bondholders and big bankers 
who control the available gold supply 
in this country. 

The secretary says that he suspended 
silver payments because he had to hold 
the silver for the redemption of treas- 
ury notes of 1890. And yet, when the 
ring of bankers and bondholders took 
the treasury notes of 1890 to the treas- 
ury and demanded gold for them, they 
received gold, not because the law en- 


| titled them to gold, but because the | 


| 


secretary surrendered the option of the 
government in their favor. ‘ 

It was and is a vile proceeding from 
beginning to end, and if the secretary 
were to write a thousand letters he 
could not undo the wrong that he has 
done. 

And, marvels of marvels! he is so put 
to it for fact that he permits himself 
to tell half a truth, which the poet says 
is worse than a lie. He says that the 
whole amount of standard silver dol- 
lars coined for eighty-six years up to 
lebruary, 1878, was $8,000,000. This 
Subterfuge would be entirely worthy 
of some backwoods cuckoo, full of ig- 
norance, but Mr. Carlisle knew when 
he made the statement that he was try- 
ing to deceive. The facts are that 
8,000,000 dollar pieces ‘were coined, but 
the half dollars and quarters were full 
legal tender in the payment of debts of 
any amount, and the total amount of 
full legal tender silver dollars coined 

‘as $105,000,000, and this was backed 
by many hundred millions of foreign sil- 
ver coins, all of which were full legal 
tender to the extent of their face value. 

This is the way the secretary plays 
with the truth, and so we say once 
more, poor Mr. Carlisle! 


Reciprocity in Alabama. 

Now, whatever Governer Oates may 
think of the public, he may rest assured 
that the public always thinks well of 
the man who stands by his friends. The 
public may oppose such a man when he 
puts himself forward for office; it may 
object to him for various reasons, but 
it always has a liking for him neverthe- 
less, and, other things being equal, will 
prefer him to some other man who has 
not proved to be loyal to those who 
have been loyal to him. 

The public may be wrong in this mat- 
ter, but we do not propose to dissect 
the ethics of its leaning; we merely 
record the fact, which is as old as hu- 
man nature itself. And we record the 
fact because it is brought to our atten- 
tion by the letters which Governor 
Oates has written to The Mobile Regis- 
ter, explaining why he does not support 
Mr. Clarke for governor. Mr. Clarke 
is a candidate to succeed Governor 
Oates in the executive chair of Alabama. 
He is in favor of the single gold stand- 
ard and the contraction of the curren- 
Cy involved in that system, and his 
friends naturally believe that he needs 
all the help that he can get in order to 
enable him to convince the people that 
the ruin brought about by the British 
gold standard is prosperity in disguise, 
and that poverty prices are all right so 
long as we have a dollar that is “sound” 
in the eyes of the bondholders and mon- 
ev lenders. 

Now, when Governor Oates was a 
candidate for governor in the last cam- 
paizgn he had no warmer or more en- 
thusiastic advocate than Mr. Clarke. 
As a matter of fact, Mr. Clarke se- 
cured a congressional furlough and went 
about the state opposing the free coin- 
age candidate, and did his best to con- 
vince everybody that what Colonel 
Oates didn’t know about “parity” and 
the like wasn’t .worth Knowing. It is 
not too much to say that Mr. Clarke 
lost both time and sleep in his efforts 
to convince the people that Colonel 
Qates was the man for the place. 

Under these circumstances it is nat- 
ural that the friends of Mr. Clarke, now 
that he is a candidate for governor, 
should expect and insist that Governor 
Oates show as much activity in Clarke's 
behalf as Clarke showed in behalf of 
Oates. The insistence of these friends 
of Clarke has finally reached the point 
where Governor Oates was compelled 
to recognize it, and he has written a 
letter to The Mobile Register which is 
to be interpreted as an announcement 
that he is now in a position where it 
would be manifestly improper for him 
to advocate either candidate for the 
gubernatorial nomination. 

It is worth while remarking that if 
Mr. Clarke had felt the same delicacy, 
Colonel Oates would have lacked the 
services of his most ardent and enthu- 
siastic champion in the last campaign. 
Mr. Clarke preferred Oates to Johnston, 
and he went about the state saying so, 
and made a very effective campaign for 
his friend. But it seems that when a 
man gets to be governor in Alabama 
the claims of reciprocity stand barred 
by the dignity of the office. 

We are inclined to suspect, however, 
that the dignity of the office has little to 
do with it; for, though Governor Oates 
is a humorist on the money question, 
he has very serious views in regard to 
the political future. He will likely be a 
candidate for the United States senate, 
and he probably feels that he may need 
the support of some of the friends of 
Captain Johnston, who is also a candi- 
date for governor, to enable him to 
reach that high position. And yet, what 
will the friends of Clarke do about it 
when they find that Governor Oates, 
like an early robin, is hopping from 
limb te limb and running nimbly along 
the ground intent only on getting his 
own political craw full? 

In his letter to The Register Governor 
Oates says he is not in favor of the sin- 
gle gold standard. We have not seen 
the document in full, but if the synopsis 
given by our Montgomery correspondent 
is correct, the governor is in favor of 
nothing else but the single gold stand- 
ard. It is true he says he wants silver 
to be a legal tender, good for the pay- 
ment of debts. While standard money 
is a legal tender, yet legal tender is not 
always a standard money, as witness 
our greenbacks and treasury notes. 
Something else besides the legal tender 
quality is necessary to make silver a 
part of our standard money. 

But, in order to show that he is really 
for the single gold standard Governor 
Oates goes on to say that he is not in 
favor of the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver unless epough silver be put in 
the silver dollar to make it equal in 
value with gold. He is for coining all 
the silver that can be made to circulate 
“on a parity with gold,” and this is the 
doctrine of the gold contractionists pure 
and simple. Bimetallism provides for 
2 joint standard of value—gold and sil- 
ver—so that when the commercial value 
of one metal appreciates above the mint 
ratio the standard rests on the other 
metal, prices remain stable, and no in- 
justice is done to debtors and. creditors. 

Consequently, when Governor Oates 
says that he wants silver to circulate 
only on a parity with gold, he means 
that he wants silver to be measured by 
gold, which means that gold is to be the 


| sole measure of value, as it is now, and 


that no barrier shall be interposed to 


prevent the increase of the value of 
gold to any point that the cupidity of 
those who control the available supply 
of that metal might choose to dictate. 

There is not a shylock in the world 
who would hesitate to indorse Governor 
Oates’s views, and if he can persuade 
the democrats of Alabanra to indorse 
them, it will be because the democrats 
of that state have turned their backs on 
the relief to be found in the free coinage 
of silver and are now in favor of the 
British gold standard. 


It is no doubt true that the eastern 
manufacturers are beginning to see the 
true inwardness of the money question.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


It is said that Stilson Hutchins will soon 
start a new morning paper in Kansas City. 
Mr. Hutchings at one time owned The Bt. 
Louis Times, and later he made a noiable 
success of The Washington Post. His 
wealth is estimated at $2,000,000, Whether he 
goes to Kensas City or elsewhere, he will 
be a notable factor in journalisin and poii- 
tics. 


President Krueger, of the Transvaal re- 
public, has some queer notions of freedom. 
To a delegation which visited him not 
long ago and urged compulsory education, 
on the ground that it was the custom in 
other countries, he said: ‘“‘Yes, education 
is compulsory in other countries, but so is 
military service. This is a republic, and 
people may keep their children in ignor- 
ance if they please.’’ 

A curious Enoch Arden case, in which 
the lord justices of appeal had to intervene 
in order to bring a man to life again legal- 
ly, has just been decided in England.

Last year husband No. 2 discovered hus- 
band No. 1, brought suit again, and pro- 
duced him in court, where he was fully 
identified, but the judge held that as the 
jury had declared ne was dead, he could 
not admit that he was alive, and dismissed 
the suit. The appellate judges seemed to 
be ¢f his opinion, for they refused to allow 
the appeal and annul the marriage on the 
sround of the man’s being alive till the sec- 
ond husband had given security that he 
would pay the woman an allowance,

Some of the cuckoo organs that are op- 
posing the idea of a primary upon the 
senatorship are pushed to dire straits in 
their efforts to find some reason for their 
opposition which they can make the people, 
by any stretch of the imagination, consider 
valid. 

The result is that some of the reasons 
advanced are simply puerile. One paper, tor 
instance, that is noted for swallowing 
everything that the Wall street element 
wants, puts, up the plea that if there is 
a consolidation of the primaries the sena- 
toyship is liable to be lost in the shuffle. 

Kot exactly in those words, but the idéa 
is the same. This organ puts up a strong 
Wail to the effect that if they have other 
officers to elect—legislative and county— 
they will overlook the senatorship. 

Little danger of that. The people of Geor- 
gia are thoroughly alive to the fact that 
the next legislature is to elect a senator, 
and they are not going to lose sight of that 
fact. And nobody is going to be fooled by 
any such talk as that indulged in by the 
“organ” aforesaid. The people of Georgia 
are not fools. They see through this oppo- 
sition to the submission of the senatorial 
question to the people. The people who 
argue against it are afraid that somebody 
in whom they are interested will be hurt. 
They are afraid of a full and fair expres- 
sion of the democrats of Georgia on this 
question.

"Jamar Lyndon Writes of His ‘Thrilling 
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Masts Were Split Up and the Deck- 


The Constitution presents the first direct 
news from Rio de Janeiro, the great Pacific 
steamer which Was given up as lost for two 
weeks. 

This news comes in a graphic letter from 
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fortable voyage to the Flowery Kingdom. 
We were svdon to learn, however, that this 
mightiest of oceans can be, despite its 
name, as wild, as turbulent, as awful as 
the treacherous Atiantic. 

For four days the z00od ship City of Kio 
de Janeiro plowed the placid waters, mak- 
ing more than her usual] twelve knots, and 
though with our minds easy as to disaster 
and Davy Jones, we were harassed by that 
Original irventor, patentee and purveyor 
of emetics, Neptune, who was merciless 
and untiring in his exactions of tribute. 

On the fifth day strong head winds began 
blowing, making waves and billows that 
would lift and roll the sg so that it 
would rise and fall afte ae surprising 
and discouraging fashion mF the sidewalk 
as it appears to the ineb Sted, home-seek- 
ing pedestrian. These winds and waves 
retarded our progress very materially, and 
keot the engines going at their maximum 
Speed, whicn took enormous quantities of 
coal. Increasing day by day, at the end of 
ten days the winds reached their greatest 
violence, culminating in a terrific gale, 

For ten hours we fought our way against 
the tremendous waves, pushing through 
tnem with all the energy availabie from 
the powerful engines, and burning all the 
coal the furnaces could consume, until at 
» o'clock a. m. on Sunday, the chief en- 
gineer announced that the coal Was giving 
out and there was only a four days’ supply 
in the bunkers. Seeing the danger and 
futility ‘of continuing on the course with a 
short supply of fuel, the captain ordered 
the ship to go about, and we went before

ship. The steamer was long overdue. She 
had not been sighted at sea, old seamen 
declared that she had been disabled and 
Swept out by the storms of the 
Pacific. There seemed to be no hope. The 
news was wired over the entire continent 
that the Rio de Janeiro was lost. 

Then came the announcement that 
Lamar Lyndon. and his wife were on 
ship. It startled the Mr. Lyndon 
Was on his way to Japan to accept an im- 
portant situation in the electrical business. 
His recent romantic marriage to Miss Sa- 
rah Rucker, one of the most beautiful 
young ladies of the was recalled. 
Mr. Lyndon was mourned for as dead. 

Then came the news of the safe arrival 
of the steamer at Honolulu. Now comes 
the first direct news from a passenyer. 
The letter of Mr. Lyndon’s gives a true 
insight into the situation and graphically 
describes the great storm. 

Letter from Lamar Lyndon. 

Honolulu, March 3, 1896.—We sailed from 
San Iranciseo on the beautiful afternoon 
of Tuesday, Iebruary Gth, and“as we 
steamed down the bay, with its various 
Shades of blue water surrounded by the

. high green hills, tinted by the sunlight (that 


would but for the extent of water encom- 
passed, present a view very like to certain 
portions of the Hudson river), and swept 
through the Golden Gate out into the vast 
expanse of the Pacific; so calm and unruf- 
fled we felt assured of a speedy and com- 
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the gale on to the Sandwich islands to re- 
coal at Honolulu. 

When we turned around we were within 
1,200 miles of the coast of Japan, over 4,500 
miles from San Francisco. We were travel- 
ing back 2,600 miles in order to get coal to 
steam 1,200, but in one direction we had 
the storm opposing us; in the other it as- 
Sisted our progress. 

Storms at sea have been too often and 
ably described for the writer to attempt 
any extensive or variegated pastel work 
on this line, but I think I shall never for- 
get the magnificence and grandeur of the 
scene. The tremendous white capped waves 
would rise majestically above us, siowly 
Swelling up, up, up, until at a height of 
more than fifty feet, the crest would quiver, 
reel a moment and then with a wild roar 
plunge into the gulf beneath, breaking into 
great masses of spray and foam like a 
huge waterfall, the sunshine tinting the 
whole, lighting up the water on top into a 
pale green tint, blending gradually into 
the deepest blue, giving added brilliance to 
every sparkling white drop that whirled 
through the air, and making a rainbow 
now and then, the beauty of which was 
enhanced by the briefness of its existence. 

Sometimes the waves would sweep over 
the ship, carrying off various loose articles 
that lay about the deck and running into 
the upper cabins with a discouragine per- 
sistence. In the surgeon’s room while he 
was descanting to an audience cf one upon 
che mutability ‘of things earthly (a disquisi- 
tion superinduced by the exigencies of the 
moment) a gigantic wave entered the door, 
filling up the room and washing orator and 
audience up against the wall, whence they 
were “‘caromed’”’ to the ceiling, where the 
surgeon butted through a skylight and the 


luckless visito1 nearly swallowed an electric | 


light bulb that was jammed into his 
mouth. When the wave rushed out again 
and the debris was cleared away the only 
unharmed possessions of the unfortunate 
sawbones were a celluloid collar, a bar 
of soap, a pair of cuff buttons and a 
bottle of old Bourbon which he happened 
to hold in his hand at the time (a dispen- 
sation of providence, he said), and which 
he kept from being filled with sea water 
by wrapping his cvuntenance around its 
mouth. 

On we drove before the storm, at a rapid 
rate, using only enough fuel to keep the 
vessel we'' under control: the wind begin- 
ning to @@! about 19 o’cleck the same 
night. In three days it was entirely spent, 
and the ocean once more was smooth and 
calm. 

Every means is taken to save steam, 
No longer are the decks washed down 
every morning with hose, which, attached 
to a steam pump, was wont to pour out 
water to cleanse and polish the floors, 
which heretofore have been so white and 
immaculate. No more can we turn a jet 
of steam into our cold salt baths until the 
water is brought to a proper temperature. 
No longer can we read an interesting story 
until late into the night, for the dynamo 
is stopped at 9 o’clock and a miserable, 
smoky oil lantern is hung in our stateroom, 
which diffuses just -nough light to make us 
stuff a necktie into a shoe in the shadowy 
belief that it is a sock, 

During those three days we had reducea 
our cecal consumption from seventy tons 
per day down to fourteen tons, but on the 
fifth day from the time of changing our 
course--the twentieth day of our departure 
from America—we were obliged to increase 


the amount in order to make headway. 


Two trousand milés from land in a steam- 
ship, laden with valuable freight, three. 
quarters of a million in specie, and twu 
hundresl living, unhappy, seasick souls 
and no fuel, is a very serious matter. Hono- 
lulu eight days’ sail, and a supply for only 
three days’ run. How were we to make it? 

First of all, the space yards and spars 
were sawed up, then the stanchions that 
surround the decks, holding up the awn- 
ings; then the gratings, which were follow- 
ed by the topmasts, taken bodily down 
from their exalted positicns to be thrown 
into the furnaces, which continually roared 
away the song of “more, mere!” 

Lastly the captain summoned the carpen- 
ters and coolies of the crew (all the sailors, 


borers, ccoks and waiters are Chinese) 
es pres them to tear down the group 


of rear cabins on the upper deck. As bad- 


ly as we needed fuel this had never cc- 
curred to any of us, and to sacrifice this 
beautifully paneled and polished structure 
to the hungry flames was indeed a bold 
proceeding. Even Yuen, the stclid, the 
imperturbable, who had followed the sea 
for twenty years and who was accustomed 
to being in close places and making all 
kinds of sacrifices and compromises to 
reach port, even he showed an undisguised 
astonishment when he came up on deck and 
Saw ihe work of destruction going on. He 
had watcbed the yards, masts, stepladders, 
gratings and all the rest sent below to the 
stokehole without blinking, but the hand- 
s£0me after cabirs, well—that was too much 
‘evea for him. “Blurnee up cabins?” asked 
he of the mate. ‘“‘Yes,’”’ was the answer. 
His long, almond eyes began to bulge. 

“Blunks, allee blinds evly .blittee?”’ 
questioned, 

“Yes,’’ responded the mete, just as one 
of the carp*nters hit a walnut window shut- 
ter and smashed it into emithereens.

It really is a godsend to have some em- 
ployment after three weeks on the Pacific 
with absolutely nothing to do and nowhere 
to go. What matters it if a lock is wreck- 
ed so that it won’t ever go again alter a 
muscular end enthusiastic passenger has 
pried it off with a crowbar, or if the use- 
fulness of an electric fixture is impaired 
because of its removal with a hammer? 
We are employed and in the work most 
pleasing to human kind—that of destruc- 
tion. 

Even the women geét in some little work, 
but their specialty is removing mirrors

—always, however, with the reflecting side 
up, and after two days’ hara work the 
once handsome woodwork Les splintered 
and broken down in the stokehole and the 
grimy firemen begin feeding it to tue 
flames that are no respecters of quality.

HIS ACCOUNTS IN A BAD WAY 


No Trace of the Young Man Has Been 
Found—Some New Facts in 
the Case. 


No trace of Alfred I. Craven, the former 
bockkeeper of the Atlanta Coffin Company, 
who is charged with forgery and embezzle- 
ment, has been found by the officers search- 
ing for him, It is believed that Craven kft 
the city Monday night, after escaping from 
the detective who had arrested him. 

The examination being made of the books 
and accounts kept by Craven shows that 
the amount of his embezzlement is grow- 
ing. The examination has not vet been 
concluded, and it cannot be told just how 
large an amount Craven has misappropriat- 
ed. Mr. L. H. Hall said last night that 
the books were being inspected and that 
for a period of eight weeks back it had 
been found that Craven embezzled $147. 

The manner of the bookkeeper’s work 
was to raise the payrolls weekly. He had

charge of that feature of the firm’s busi- 
ness, and in drawing money to pay off the 
hands he is said to have drawn amounts 
larger than were really needed, making fic- 
titious report of work done. A great deal 
of work is done at the factory under the 
head of “piece work.’’ Craven Kept the re- 
cords of piece work, and it is charged that 
he raised the amounts weekly. 

The news of the arrest and escape of 
Craven recounted in The Constitution yes- 
terday, created a great deal of comment 
among the ‘friends of the young man, Dur- 
ing the day many interesting facts coniucct- 
ed with the case were learned. It is said 
that he has been leading a rather fast life 
lately, and that his downfall is doub‘tless 
due to the influences of a young woman. 
With the money he secured by forging the 
name of his employer he bought a norse 
for the woman, paying $65 of the 3100 as 
part payment for the animal. That amount 
is in the hands of Mr. Jones, of the Palace 
livery stable, on Loyd street, and it will be 
attached by the Lowry Banking Company 
as money belonging to them, the young 
bookkeeper having secured it from the 
bank on a forged paper. 

Craven Seen in an Alley. 

The woman in the case is named O’Con- 
nor. She has been living in a house cn 
Piedmont avenue, near the police station. 
It is said that Craven was seen at the 
house Monday night when the officers were 
searching for him. A telephone message 
to the police station to that effect was in- 
vestigated but the bird had flown. When 
Craven leaped out of the office of the coal 
company on East Hunter street he disap- 
peared very mysteriously, and he has not 
been seen since that time except once, so 
far as known. The officers have informa- 
tion that he was seen with two men in the 
alley in the rear of the express office, on 
Wall street, late Monday night. 

Craven Went Up Stairs. 

Yesterday morning Chief Connolly issued 
Detective Kilpatrick, 
the officer who allowed Craven to escape. 
The suspension is effective until the next 
meeting of the police board, The chief 
says that the officer is guilty of gross neg- 
ligence. It was learned yesterday that Cra- 
ven had another chance to escape in addi- 
tion to the accepted one. When arrested 
at the coffin factory at the instance of the 
bank officials, Craven asked the detective 
to allow him to go to his home, 116 Luckie 
street, before taking him to the bank.

VITAL STATISTICS. 


All Births and Marriages To Be Re 
ported to the Board of Health. 

The department of the board of health 
was busy yesterday preparing for the en- 
forcement of the new law requiring ali 
marriages and births in the city to be re- 
ported. Mayor King will sign the amend- 
ment today and the matter will become a 
law. 

This amendment will make all ministers 
who fail to report marriage ceremonies 
amenable and subject to prosecution in the 
court of the recorder. 

Likewise all doctors who fail to make 
known in an official way every birth which 
comes within their range of practice will 
be subject to heavy fine. 

For some time the board of health has 
had this question under consideration. It 
was the purpose of the members of the 
board to have the ordinance amended in 
order to fully collect all vital statistics of 
Atlanta. The matter came up several days 
ago for discussion, and it was decided to 
introduce the new law before the council 
for passage. 

“It is the desire of the board of health,” 
said Chief Inspector Veal yesterday, “to 
collect all cata of this kind and keep it or 
record. Atlanta is some time behind all the 
larger cities in this respect. We nuve had 
a law a long while requiring all deaths 1o 
be reported, but up to this time nothing 
has been dcne towards getting the statis- 
tics in regard to marriages and births. 

“The department has frequent applica- 
ticns from other cities asking for this data. 
Several days ago a communication came 
from Washington asking that the report of 
the past year in this line be sent on. We 
had no report and, of course, could not 
send it. As soon as the amendment becomes 
a law blanks will be sent out to all the 
ininisters in the city and to all who are 
empowered with the right to perform mar- 
riepge ceremonies. 

These will have to be filled out and sent 
to the department. I hope that all the 
ministers in the city will co-operate with 
the department in this matter. Statistics of 
this knid will be valuable to the city, and 
it is to be regretted that they were not 
collected vears before.”’ 

Mayor King will probabiy sign the ordi- 
nance today. 

No Smalipox Here. 

A message was received yesterday at the 
department of the board of health, stating 
that two cases of smallpox had been ais- 
covered in Mobile. Both were negroes ond 
had been taken to an isolated pesth ouse. 
The disease is also. reported in Chattanoo- 
ga, and an egidemic threatens New Or- 
leans, so it is learned. Atlanta is the only 
large southern city which is free from the 
Cisease just now. In spite of that fact In- 
spector Veal is making every preparation 
to handle a case should one turn up in the 
city. He has all the material ready to 
take charge of a case. 

‘I do not expect that we will be visite 
this year,’’ said Chief Veal yesterday. “ 
am taking every precaution, however. I!

AVESTIGATION OF THE WHITECAPS RESUMED 


“9% Colonel! M. G. Boyd Was Too Iil To 
a Represent His Clients—C. J. 
: = Wellborn Employed, 


Before the federal grand jury this morn- 
at 10 o'clock the record of George W. 
Diee, whose name has been associated 
frequently in the public mind with the 
dangerous art of counterfeiting Uncle 
Sam's currency, will be made the subject 
of a searching criminal investigation. 

The district attorney says that he has 

sufficient evidence in his pessession for 
establishing the guilt vf Dice and for 
proving his connection with a gang of 
counterfeiters who have been engaged for 
years in this nefarious business. 
If a true. bill is returned by the grand 
jury this morning a trial before Judge 
Newman, based upon the action of the 
grand jury, will proceed immediately. 

Dice was arrested in Kansas City several 
months ago. During the exposition 
thousands of counterfeit dollars were put 
into circulation here in Atlanta. Dice, it 
is claimed, was represented by agents in 
this city whose business it was to pass 
this counterfeit money on strangers. Sev- 
eral parties were arrested on the charge 
of counterfeiting, two men by the names 
of Ford and Senter, and still a third one 
by the name of Keener, who was arrested 
just before Christmras. Keener was nab- 
bed by the Officers for shipping a package 
of counterfeit money to George W. Dice, 
substituting a false name for the alleged 
counterfeiter’ im compliance with specific 
details given to him in a letter of in- 
struction. This package contained $15,000 
in bogus silver certificates. Investigatioh 
disclosed that Dice had been stopping in 
Atlanta for several days and that just 
before leaving Atlanta he left this package 
of money in Kgener’s possession with direc- 
tions for having the package forwarded to 
bim in Kansas City. The prevailing opin- 
ion in regard to Keener is that he is mere- 
ly the dupe of Dice’s clever scheming and 
that beyond this he has no connection 
with the affair. 

Dice is regarded as a shrewd, clever, 
smart man. Ostensibly he has been en- 
gaged for several years in the cattle 
business, making use of his bogus money, 
it is claimed, in the purchase of live stock. 
The shrewd and successful manner in 
which he has canducted his business is 
shown by the fact that he steadily es- 
caped detectives, and even deceived his 
most intimate friends by his affable man- 
hers and outward plausibility. 

' Several weeks ago Dice was taken to 
New Orleans for the purpose of testify- 
ing before the federal grand jury of that 
district against one of his alleged con- 
federates. Dice, however, refused to 
_ testify and renmfained in the courtroom 

with his lips sealed as tightly together as 
a Norfolk oyster. 

As no information could be gained from 
him the prisoner was brought back to At- 
ponte and restored to his cell in Fulton 
ounty’ jatiz

ARRESTED FOR DEBT. 


MR. FERGUSON BRINGS SUIT FOR 
FALSE IMPRISONMENT. . 


He Asks for $1,000 Damages—The 
Business of C. H. Swift & Go. 
Will Be Wound Up. 


W. P. Ferguson has filed a suit for dam- 
ages against S. C. Glass in the sum of 
$1,000, charging that he was arrested false- 
ly and maliciously several days ago and 
was later on compelled to submit to trial 
before a justice of the peace. 

The suit was filed in the office of the su- 
perior court yesterday morning and is di- 
rected to the city court. It will be heard 


| at the next term of that court. 


The allegations of the petition are that 
Ferguson owed Glass a debt which he was 
unable to pay, as he was working for the 
Southern and his salary was withheld from 
him on a garnishment which had been 
served against the road.,He claims that 
he explained the circumstances to Glass 
and asked that *he be given further time, 
as it was his purpose to pay the debt as 
soon as he could receive his earnings 
which were then held by the road for which 
he was working. 

Ferguson says Glass would not allow 
him any more time in which to pay the 
debt, but approached him and threatened 
to have him arrested unless he agreed to 
sign a bond releasing the garnishment. This 
Ferguson says he refused to do and the 
threat made by Glass was put into execu- 
tion a few hours later on that day. This 
was on March 3d, and Ferguson says he 
Was arrested and held until March 5th on 
the charge of being a common cheat and 
swindler, though he denies that he ever 
made any false representations to secure 
any credit from Glass, 

The warrant was issued from the justice 
court of Judge Landrum and Ferguson was 
given a trial in that court two days after 
his arrest. At this trial Ferguson was ac- 
quitted of the charge and claims that it was 
made apparent to the court that he was 
arrested simply because he owed a debt 
which he could not pay at that time. 

It is now claimed by Ferguson that the 
arrest was not according to law and was 
— simply to frighten him into either 
signing a bond to dismiss the garnishment 
or to cause him to pay the amount he owed. 
He says he was disgraced and humiliated 
by being arrested and was also greatly 
embarrassed on account of the charge of 
being a common cheat and swindler which 
was preferred against him. For the false 
arrest and subsequent indignity he asks the 
court to remunerate him in the amount of 
$1,000. He is represented by Attorney Mor- 
ris Macks. 

The Jury Failed To Agree. 

The jury which has been hearing the 
case of Mr. Grafton Arnold against the 
Consolidated Street Railway Company fail- 
ed to agree on a verdict and a mistrial 
was ordered by Judge Reid late yesterday 
afternoon, 

Argument in the case was concluded at 
noon and the jury retired. When the hour 
for the adjournment of court arrived, the 
jury was instructed to return a sealed ver- 
dict. Late in the afternoon the foreman 
announced to a bailiff that there was no 
possibility of an agreement being reached. 
The attorneys in the case were notified and 
Judge Reid declared a mistrial. 

The case was on its second trial. The 
first trial resulted in a verdict of $2,000. A 
new trial was granted. Yesterday the jury 
stood as follows: Nine for $500; one for 
$1,000, and two for $2,000. 


Swift Receivership Case Up. 

Mr. L. H. Hall, Jr., who was appointed 
the receiver of the business of C. H. Swift 
& Co., has recently negotiated a sale of 
the assets for an amount sufficient to pay 
all the debts of the business, When this 
announcement was made known, the credit- 
ors filed a motion asking the court to au- 
thorize the receiver to make the sale. 

On the hearing for a receiver, Mr. J. F. 
Thibadeau, the son of J. H. Thibadeau, ap- 
peared in court and represented that he 
held a written power of attorney from his 
father and for him made an answer and 
agreed to the appointment of a receiver. 

At the hearing yesterday afternoon J. H. 
Thibadeau filed answer under oath repudiat- 
ing the acts of his son and denying that his 
son had any such authority. 

Judge Lumpkin, upon hearing the matter, 
postponed the further hearing of the mat- 
ter until Saturday the 28th, at which time 
the court will hear the application for the 
sale of the assets of Swift & Company 
and the motion of J. H. Thibadeau to va- 
cate the receiver. Counsel for the creditors 
advised the court that the evidence of J. 
H. Thibadeau would be taken before the 
hearing. It is probable that an arrange- 
ment will be effected between Mr. Swift 
and Mr. Hall and that they will continue 
the business together as partners.

Since that time Mr. Orr has been in 
a deal of trouble and put to considerable 
expense, all on account of his sympathy 
for the young runaways. 

The habeas corpus case will probably be 
heard in Gainesville thfs morning. Mr. Orr 
expects to bring Miss Pass back with him.

‘and the man who says he don’t know right 
from wrong and says the truth, is irrespon- 
gible. 

“Is it because you know what sin is but 
claim that you are ignorant of its conse- 
quences? I can close my eyes and shut 
the book, and vet know that sin will ruin 
aman. TIT know men ciaim that they be- 
lieve there is no hell, but if you will read 
of the desolations of sin, even in this world 
we may weil ask, if God has visited such 
punishnrent on sin in the past, how can 
we expect exemption in the future? Every 
preacher in history .who had power with 
God believed in hell. I believe in hell as 
strong as I do in heaven. The dying sinner 
ihas told tales enough in that hour to star- 
tlie hell itself. I believe there are men who 
have died in Atlanta that have gone to 
heaven and some that have gone to hell.

SCALPERS HARD HIT.

Holders of Interchangeable Mileage 
Books Must Identify Themselves. 

The mileage book is in danger of being 
abolished on lines east of Chicago. The 
roads running into Chicago from the east 
have just hit the scalpers a hard blow by 
refusing to longer recognize the mileage 
book unless the holder can fully identify 
himself. 

For some time past the roads above the 
Ohio have been very careless with their 
mileage books. They had an interchange- 
able book, which they sold for 2 cents a 
mile. Unused portions of these books were 
in turn exchangeable for straight tickets. 
Some of tthe roads placed numbers of mile- 
age books in the hands of brokers and the 
rules were lax in regard to signatures. 
Books were passed around, sold and resold, 
and sometimes were used when they con- 
tained no signature at all. It was a com- 
mon thing for a professional man to buy 
a mileage book which had previously been 
used by a commercial traveler. The scalp- 
ers had a picnic. They did a handsome 
business and the number of straight tick- 
ets bought out of the large cities was noth- 
ing like what it should have been. The 
roads grew tired of losing this revenue 
and without warning abolished the privi- 
lege of exchanging the books for straight 
tickets and instructed conductors to be 
very careful to demand full identification. 
This caught the brokers with numbers of 
books on hand and they will find it more 
difficult to work off this stock. 

There has been a great demand in the 
south for the interchangeable mileage book, 
good over a number of lines. The practice 
of the lines above the Ohio was quoted asa 
precedent. The action of the general pas- 
senger agents of those lines will be a blow 
to the prospects of the crusade down this 
way.

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FIXED FOR ATLANTA 


A Couple of Strangers Who Came To Do 
the Turf Exchange. 


WANTED TO “BURN ’EM” 


How the Big Swindle in New Orleans 
Was Operated—The Mystery Still 
Unsolved. ' 


—_— 


By lucky circumstances the turf exchange 
in this city escaped the big loss which 
came to all other pooling places in the 
country, and as a result several sports who 
were presumably ‘“‘fixed’’ left Atlanta los- 
ers in the game, 

Atlanta was probably the only city in the 
United States which did not suffer a huge 
loss from the biggest turf swindle in the 
history of the country. 

That several bookies who came to do the 
Atlanta exchange came out losers was no 
fault of their own. 

The Atlanta exchange is situated just 
Outside the corporate limits near the ex- 
position grounds. For a long while it was 
operated in the Alcazar hotel, and was 
freely patronized. Since the burning of 
this structure, however, those who operat- 
ed the books have erected a small frame 
building with crude lumber and this’ now 
Serves all purposes of the sports. Wire 
connections have been made and quite a 
number patronize the resort every day to 
Play the races. There is a stringent law 
in the city code against the operation of an 
exchange, except under heavy license, with- 
in the corporate limits. For quite a num- 
ber of vears there has been an effori to 
cperate here without paying the enormous 
license imposed. The idea of placing the 
exchange near the exposition grounds was 
Suggested to the bookmakers by the arena 
for bull fighting, which was placed there 
with the same idea of evading the license. 
Just on this site the little square building 
has been placed, and it is here that the 
sports keep up with all track events. 

For the first time the place was operated 
last Friday. Before that the hotel had 
been used. There was something the mai- 
ter with the wires, however, Saturday, and 
the poolroom was not used. 

It was this accident which saved those 
operating the rooms thousands of dollars. 
Saturday morning two nicely dressed men 
are said to have stepped from the car 
which came to a stop at the terminus of 
the exposition grounds. It was easy to 
tell from their manner that they were 
strangers in the land. They looked about 
the place, then walked up toward the driv- 
ing club. They returned fron this direc- 
tion in a short while and approached one 
of the gate keepers at the grounds. 

“Isn't the turf exchange here”’’ asked 
one of the men. The guard replied that it 
was just up the road and pointed out the 
little square cottage. 

The men walked rapidly in this direction 
and the gate keeper watched them until 
they reached the house. Nothing’ more 
was seen of them. 

That the men were strangers was evident, 
and everything goes to show that they 
were in Atlanta to “burn ’em fer a few.” 
They were on to the game. But the fact 
that the place was closed saved the book- 
makers a good amount. 

Atlanta and Cincinnati were the only big 
cities that escaped the huge swindle. 

How It Was Done. 

The swindle was evidently a big conspira- 
cy, and it must have been operated from 
the New Orleans end. None of the book 
makers doubted the authenticity of the 
telegram announcing that Royal Nettie 
was first and paid over the amounts, The 
Wagers were at varying odds, from 15 to 12 
to 1, and 5 to 2 at the opening, to 3 to 1 
at the post. There was not the slightest 
suspicion anywhere in the country that 
the wires had been tapped. 

The managers of the Western Union in 
New Orleans deny that the wires were 
tapped and claim that it was the fault of 
one of the track operators who was deliber- 
ately bribed. 

Manager West, of New Orleans, claimed 
that it is an impossibility to tap the duplex 
wires used in the race service between the 
track and the city. 

Operator James Conway, who has charge 
of the track service in New Orleans, de- 
clares that he sent out the official result 
in accordance with the numbers hung up, 
and that if any other report found its way 
into the poolrooms it must have been re- 
laved after it left the track. 

It is estimated that hundreds of thousands 
of dollars was lost by the poolrooms in the 
big cities of the east and west. 

Advices from New Orleans last night stat- 
ed that there was no further solution to 
the big swindle. 

In the meantime Atlanta sports are con- 
gratulating themselves upon their escape.

An account of the sensational charges 
against the detectives appeared in The 
Constitution yesterday. The negro went 
before the grand jury and told his story, 
and that with the evidence of Dr. Chil- 
dress, caused the jury to indict the de- 
tectives. Both are answerable to the su- 
perior court on .charges of asSault and 
battery, but itis Ifkely that the cases will 
be transferred from that court to the city 
court. The indictments were found on 
March 3d, but the fact was not made 
known until recounted yesterday m The 
Constitution, 

Williams was arrested by the two 
officers on January 9th last. That was a 
short time before the old detective depart- 
ment was abolished. Williams was locked 
up at the police station as a suspect. It 
was believed by the officers that he had 
stolen a lot of hams from a storekeever 
on Marietta street named Johnson. The 
detectives held the negro at the prison un- 
til four days later on the simple charge 
of suspicion. Positive evidence could not 
be secured against the negro and he was 
released on the 18th. Dr. Childress says 
that he was called to see the negro either 
on that day or the day following. He says 
that Williams was laid up for some time 
and that when he went before the grand 
jury he was just able to get about. 

What Dr. Childress Says. 

Dr. Childress said yesterday that he had 
opinion as to the story of the negro 
and had no interest in it further than as 
a citizen and physician. He said that he 
only knew what the négro told him. He 
said that when Williams sent for him he 
told Kim that Conn and Mehaffey had beat 
and whipped him in the detectives’ office. 
Williams told him that the officers tried 
to make him confess and when he told 
them that he would not they hit him with 
a leather strap having a buckle on it. One 
of them struck him in the back with a 
chair. That lick is said to have injured 
the negro’s kidney. He was also injured 
on the back of the neck as if struck with 
a weapon of some kind. Dr. Childress 
Says that Williams told him at the time 
that one of the officers pointed a pistol at 
him while in the detectives’ office. 

Sticks to the Story. 

Dr. Childress says that the negro has 
never changed his story since telling it the 
day he was called. He found the darky 
in a bad way and the physician said last 
night that his patient was still a sick and 
weak man. He said that he had no reason 
to believe or disbelieve the story told by 
Williams, The physician says that he 
called the attention of Detective Conn to 
the fact that he had gone before the grand 
jury several days ago, but that the de- 
tective failed to affirm or deny the charge.

Company Appeal to the Courts. 


MR. WARE MAKES A STATEMENT 


He Says the Litigation Will Soon Be 
Adjusted and the Business Will 
Be Continued. 


An application for receiver has been 
filed in the superior court by a number of 
the stockholders of the Ware Furniture 
Company. The application will be heard 
before Judge Lumpkin in chambers next 
Saturday and it is probable that President 
W. R. Ware will be made temporary re- 
ceiver of the company. 

Yesterday morning the Ware Furniture 
Manufacturing Company iuled a mortgage 
in the sum of $30,000 in favor of the Union 
Loan and Trust Company,. as trustee, and 
the entire property of the company is cov- 
ered in order to secure an issue of $30,000 
worth of ten-year first mortgage gold bonds, 

The litigation which has arisen among the 
stockholders is on account of the refusal 
of President Ware to issue stock. Mr. 
Ware claims that he has a perfect right to 
withhold the stock until the subscriptions 
are all paid up and that as soon as this 
is done he says he will gladly issue the 
stock. . 

The petition for receiver was filed by At- 
torneys Simmons & Corrigan, represent- 
ing the Lynch Estate and Investment Com- 
pany, W. B. Mamnping and Thomas A. 
Lynch, administrator of the estate of P. J. 
McNamara. 

The Ware Furniture Company is the suc- 
cessor of the Manning Furniture Company 
and the trade between the two companies 
was made in January, 18¢. The assets of 
the Manning Furniture Company, amount- 
ing to nearly $18,000, were converted into the 
new company. The Manning company was 
composed of Mr. W. B. Manning and P. J. 
McNamara. These gentlemen were also 
made stockholders of the new company. 
McNamara 
died and Mr. T. A. Lynch has since been 
acting as the administrator of his estaie. 

The cause of the litigation is on account 
of the failure of Mr. W. R. Ware, who is 
the president and one of the largest stock- 
holders of the Ware Furniture Company, 
to issue stock to Mr. Manning and the 
administrator of the estate of Mr. McNa- 
mara. These gentlemen claim that their 
interests in the company have not been 
placed in a tangible shape. 

President Ware’s Statement. 

Mr. W .R. Ware was asked yesterday af- 
ternoon what effect the litigation would 
have upon the business of the company. 

“None at all,”’ said he, ‘‘for we will con- 
tinue as heretofore and there will be no 
delay. The entire litigation is nothing 
more than a family quarrel and we will 
soon adjust matters. 1 hope to be in good 
position to carry on our business as we 
have in the past. I have refused to issue 
stock because the stockholders are be- 
hind with their subscriptions and as soon 
as they pay up their stock the certilicates 
will be issued promptly. 

“We have no creditors outside of the 
company and it.is not because we are in a 
financial crisis that the litigation has aris- 
en. We will soon adjust matters and in a 
short time will be sailing smoothly. It is 
nothing more or less than a little family 
quarrel, as I have said, and all will be 
right in a few days.’’

Mr. John 8S. Thompson Has Brought 
Suit Against the City, Which Is 
Now Pending. 


Mrs. Margarette E. Stephens, who claims 
that she was put out of her house while 
the ground was covered with snow and 
while she was quite fll, Was awarded a 
verdict yesterday morning in the sum of 
s00. 

The suit was filed several months ago, 
and the defendant in the case Was her 
step-son, William J. Stephens. The case 
was reached yesterday morning by the 
superior court and was heard by Judge 
Lumpkin. 

Mrs. Stephens was represented by Thom- 
as & Thomas, and her petition showed inat 
she was the widow of the late Henry J. 
Stephens, who died five years ago. At the 
time of the death of Mr. Stephens he was 
worth quite a lot of money and,left never- 
al valuable pieces of real estate :n the 
city. One piece of property Was the home 
place, at No. 179 West Peters street. 

The evidence of tne plaintiff showed 
that she was living at the home niace 
and was in peaceable possession, when she 
was upproached by William J. Stephens, 
the son of her husband, who demanded 
that she vacate the premises at once. She 
claims he locked up the house and iold 
her that she must leave ihe building. At 
the time of his visit, Mrs. Stephens states, 
the ground was covered with snow and the 
weather was exceedingly bad, but she 
Was compelled to go across the street 
and seek sheiter under the friendly roof 
of a neighbor. Here she spent the fught, 
and in the morning went back to the 
house from which she had been ejected 
and found that the doors were docked and 
the windows nailed down. 

She alleges that she was exposed to the 
weather, and on account of the cold con- 
tracted, has suffered and has been contined 
to her bed most of the time. 

Mrs. Stephens claims that she Was un- 
justly treated by her step-son and thought 
she was entitled to damages in the amount 
of $5,000. After the case Was argued ihe 
jury retired and returned a verdict of 
S5U0. 

On the Charge of Infidelity. 

John T. McFinch was granted a total 
divorce from his wife yesterday in the su- 
perior court. 

The plaintiff alleged several things had 
happened during his married life which 
had brought him sorrow and had caused 
him much mental anguish and suffering, 


and that after careful deliberation, he had 
desided that it Was best for nim to jeave 
his wife, whom he said had not been 
faithful to marriage Vows. 

More than five years ago, he states, he 
was married to Miss Charlotte Heller, a 
eautiful young woman ot this city. It 
was not many days after the marital vows 
had been made before he says: he discover- 
ed that she was in love with his brother, 
D. A. MecFinch. The conduct of his wife 


was suspicious and he found that rhe was 
accustomed to clandestinely meet his 
brother. Later on he states that his wife 
made a confession to him that she had 
been untrue. It has been said that the 
confession of the unfaithful wife led the 
brother of her husband to commit suicide, 
and also destroyed the happiness of her 
home. 

The jury found a verdict for the plaintiff 
yesterday, believing that he had been given 
sufficient grounds for a total divorce.

Thomp- 
son has brought against the city on ac- 
count of the water in a branch near his 
residence at Ponce de Leon was taken 
up yesterday morning in the second divis- 
ion of the city court and was tried be- 
fore Judge Berry. 

The case occupied the entire day of the 
court, and when the hour of adjournment 
was reached the case had not been con- 
cluded. It will be resumed this morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock. - 

Mr. Thompson claims that the branch 
which passes near his property has been 
made very foul on account of the con- 
tents of a sewer being allowed to flow 
through the brook. This has damaged his 
‘property, he alleges, in the sum of $10,000. 

Several botties of the water Were ten- 
dered in evidence during the trial in order 
to show the condition of the water now 
running through the branch. Mr. Thomp- 
son is represented by Attorney Hamilton 
Douglas and,the city by Anderson &
